At a fuce+o-face meeting with the lowa Tribe of Oklehoma, the Company discussed the fribe's

need for additionat lnternet bandwidth to its Tribal headquarters located near Perkins,

Oklahorna. A third-party telecommunications,company currently provides lnternet servke to
the Tribal headguarters. Although the headquarters buildings ara not located within the

Compant's service territory, discussions were held about the possibility that qne of the

Company's subsidiary affiliates could expand its fiber network to the headquarters. Maps

showing the Company's current fiber network and its relative Bosition to the tribal headquarters

were prwided to the Tribe.

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Another possible soluticn proposed by, th* eompany to the towa Trihe sf Oklahoma fer''

increased bandwidth to the Tribal headquarters was the possibility that the Compant's affiliate

could partner with the Trihe {arthe Tribe could act alone} to buiH a wireless antenna at a point

on the Ccmpany's fiber: network that eould serye the headqUarters via wiroless net$rork

technclogy.

The Tribe mentioned that it had recently purchased a building within the Town of Tryon,

Oklahoma, yery *ear to the Company's central offrce in thattown. Tha Tribe ruggested that one

possibility rarculd be for the Tribe tCI rnove fome o{ its functions to that buikling 50 that the

eompanycould easily rprve it with high-speed Internet access.

The Company communicated to the Tribe that it could currently provlde broadband lnternet

aecess 19 lm?6 of tfte residents and businesses - including Tribal members and Tribal member-

owned businesses - located within its telephane service territory. The Tribe expressed interest

to learn that fact because it owns a trailer park within Tryon in whkh Tribal members live, some

of whom may bt interested in brgadband service.

The Tribe also inquired cs to urhether ttre Company could prov$de br*adband',sen iee to a

conyenience store/gas statbn o*ned hy the Tribe ln the Tturn of Carney. Oklahoma. The

Campany infOrmed the Tribe that wlreless teehnology ml$ht be a posribla solutbn hut thatthe

store, was well o*tside the Compant's exchauge bcsndaries and fib*r n*tuorkf{iot$rinl

A representative of the lowa Tribe of Oklahoma stated that he would iavestigate whether the

Tribe rnight qualifu for {presumably Federal} funding that might be available for underserved

lndian land to help pay for possible construction ccsts associated with either the proposed fiber

expansion proiect or the wireless broadband tower construetion proposal.

The Cor*pany.inforr*ed the lo$ra Tribe of Oklahoma that it would be hap.py to rll{n e. ferward

wtth either of the afirrementioned projects or explore other possibilities'trr rnse't the b'roadband

needs of the Tribal government.

As stated above, a tribal represeRtative communieated to the

Sompany that the tribe may qualifu for grant$ or other funding for such a proiecL

Terrain and remoteness {other than the fact that the }readquartars buildingt lie outside uf. the
Companfs service area) do not appear to be challengps tE the feasibility or sustainability of the

A. Lifeline Service is a telecommunications service assistance progmm
designed to provide eligible residential customers with a credit to be applied
to the price of basic local exchange service.
